We tore 
one open and let the rotting 
brown weed drift away on 
the current. The ship had no 
doubt been scuttled by its 
crew one night when the ten- 
ders did not arrive to ferry 
the cargo ashore.

There were more than 20 
ships in that fleet. Some had 
been sunk in water shallow 
enough for you to tie the dive 
boat to the rusting stubs of 
their masts and swim down 30 
or 40 feet to a bridge. The 
shallow-water wrecks were 
covered with coral and 
sponges.

For starters, just log 
on to the Internet and see bow much you 
can learn about yourself. 
You'll probably find your phone number, 
along with your address, 


who your neighbors are, what your 


incomes apt to be, where 


you likely shop and bank, and a bost of other things you may not wish to share. All this with- 


out any serious digging. G] Let someone obtain your Social Security number—which once 


upon a time was “not to be used for purposes of identification"—or a credit-card number 


(available to any store clerk with a balf-decent memory), and most of your financial history 


opens up as well. G Do you use one of the major online services? Then beware. There are crim- 


inals out trolling the Net, using legitimate-sounding re- 
quesis to steal account numbers. Since it's a short hop 
from there to credit card, be careful with whom you share 
account information. 

Or if you happen to be the one doing the looking, just hook 
Into one of the new “information brokers,” like CDB Infotek or 
InformationAmerica. Feed them the target's name, and they're 
liable to come up with a wealth of data, including such good- 
ies as arrests and court judgments, loan and mortgage infor- 
mation, tax liens, bankruptcy filings, credit history, and motor- 
vehicle records. 

The Internet is also stalked by little phantoms called “cook- 
ies,” and they're becoming increasingly popular. A cookie 
is a Message sent from the Website you're visiting to your 
browser, from which it is then automatically placed on 
your hard drive. Next time you visit that site, the procedure 
is reversed. Your computer and the server's are, in es- 
sence, talking to each other, probably without your knowl- 
edge or consent. 

Now if you're like me, you want to know when a stranger is 
about to store something on your PC. So if your browser has 
a cookie detector, and most of the newer versions do, I'd 
advise you to activate it; if it doesn't, you can download free 
software to do the job. In either case you'll be notified when- 
ever someone is trying to set a cookie. You may be surprised 
at how often that is. 

And then there's all that new workplace surveillance you've 
been hearing about, if not experiencing. 

You may have read that many long-distance truckers are 
now forced to carry on-board computer/transponders so that 
their whereabouts, whether or not they're moving, and other 
such information are continually beamed back to headquar- 
ters. Or that a growing number of employers consider it their 
right to monitor their employees’ e-mail. Or that a new infrared 
sensor system called Hygiene Guard is being installed in 
restaurant and hospital rest rooms to check on whether 
employees wash their hands after using the toilet, and to alert 
management if they don't. 

These things are done in the name of corporate efficiency, 
safety, customer protection, or some such worthy aim. 
They've received a fair amount of media attention. Time mag- 
azine even ran a cover story on Internet privacy. 

Like most mainstream coverage, however, that article 
attempted to strike a balance between two incompatible 
points of view: Gee, ain't these invasions of our privacy just 
awtul ... but look at the benefits we're getting in return. Thus 
the Time writer, admittedly aware that his employer uses 
some of this technology in its own marketing efforts, can con- 
clude, “The only guys who insist on perfect privacy are her- 
mits like the Unabomber.... | have nothing to hide ... | want to 
have my magic cookie and eat it too.” 

Well, that's a little too Pollyannaish for my taste. 

Because what most folks still don't realize is that the routine 
intrusions noted above are just the tip of a very formidable 
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iceberg. And that iceberg largely belongs to the government. 

Maybe you think this is crackpot conspiracy theory. It's not. 
The infringements on our freedoms are growing day by day, 
in ways that the most thoughtful science-fiction writer of no 
more than 20 years ago could never have dreamed up. And 
its all the more insidious because for the most part it’s taking 
place out of public view. 

Not that this is the freshest news. Back in 1788 James 
Madison warned, “I believe there are more instances of the 
abridgement of the freedom of the people by gradual and 
silent encroachments of those in power than by violent and 
sudden usurpations.” 

Madison was right. It happens quietly, with each small step 
proclaimed by government as necessary for the greater good 
of the governed. 

The War on Drugs provides some notable examples. !n its 
name, Congress has passed draconian forfeiture laws that 
make any citizen's home, car, or other assets fair game for 
seizure, even if the rightful owner is not charged with a crime. 
So much for private property. And the courts have abrogated 
or severely limited a wide range of formerly sacrosanct con- 
Stitutional protections. The freedom from unreasonable 
searches is, essentially, gone. Due process, speedy trials, 
freedom from self-incrimination, the rights to bear arms and 
have an attorney—all have taken similar hits. 

Or consider that being fingerprinted has become a rou- 
tine prerequisite for many forms of employment, and in 
some States is required in order to receive government ser- 
vices. In addition, we are increasingly encouraged to get 
our children’s prints on file. It will help deter kidnapping, 
we're told, though it's difficult to imagine how it can be any- 
thing except superfluous, since the first thing a kidnapper 
wants you to know for certain is that he has your child. What 
it will ensure in a totally different context is ease of tracking 
after the individual is grown. 

step by step, we've acquiesced in this sort of thing with 
barely a murmur of dissent. But it's when we ponder the 
gigantic strides being made in surveillance technology— 
and the expectation that these innovations of the devil will 
be accepted with an equivalent docility—that things get 
really scary. 

start with cards, the natural point of entry. They're non- 
threatening, as familiar as the slots we now slide them through 
when we buy steak and bread and beer at the grocery store. 
People are used to carrying around a walletful of them. 
Another card? No problem. Stick it in between Discover and 
Blockbuster Video and forget about it. 

A lot of politicians on both sides of the aisle would like to see 
a universal |.D. card, and they've been carefully floating trial 
balloons to test public reaction. President Clinton’s National 
Health Card comes to mind, along with Secretary of Health 
and Human Services Donna Shalala’s National Workers Veri- 
fication Card. Among Republicans, Governor Pete Wilson 
eagerly offered California as a test site for a prototype state

Thing is, we're not discussing your 
simple basic plastic rectangles here. 
Rather, they'll be embedded with com- 
puter chips (Clinton thought that part 
was great, if you recall).

that sort of thing. You have no idea what 
we have to go through to replace one. 
And the retinal scanners, they're really 
swell too. But wouldn't it be great if...” 

What's the next logical progression? 

Well, there are a couple of possibili- 
ties. The most ominous is bio-implants. 

The science of bio-implants has come 
very far, very fast, with birth control the 
most common application. What is not 
so widely known is that all sorts of tiny 
electronic devices can now also be 
inserted under the skin. 

In their simplest form these would be 
like credit-card strips, readable by a 
scanner on the outside. You'd have a 
personal internal |.D., injected by who- 
ever had the means and opportunity, 
with or without your consent. If it hap- 
pens while you're asleep, you don't even 
know the thing is there. After that, wher- 
ever you are, your identity is available to 
anyone equipped to read you. 

This type of implant, however, merely 
identifies you. Which makes it not much 
of an improvement on retinal scans. But 
add a microchip and you have a data- 
bank. Now the checkpoint operator can 
retrieve a wide array of information, 
depending on who programmed the 
chip and what they put there. 

As it happens, inert bio-implants won't 
be around long. They'll soon be super- 
seded by more active ones with built-in 


transmitters. Then whoever wants to 
track your movements can do so at a 
comfortable distance. 

The Air Force is developing such 
devices for a very legitimate reason: to 
help locate and rescue unconscious 
pilots shat down in enemy territory. 

But the implications for civilian use 
are chilling. And if you think we're still in 
the realm of the speculative, you should 
know that an external analogue has 
already been field-tested. Manufactured 
by FingerPrint UsA—a firm that special- 
izes in biometric |.D. devices—it’s called 
the Deployable Mass Population Identi- 
fication and Tracking System. In 1994 
DMPITS, employing wristband trans- 
ponders, monitored the movements of 
Cuban and Haitian refugees at Guanta- 
namo. The plastic bracelet was encoded 
with a unique |.D. number linked to a 
computer database containing “perti- 
nent” information about the subject. 

Lest we forget, history teaches us that 
government surveillance always begins 
with “undesirables,” gradually becoming 
more and more general. We'd also do well 
not to overlook the not-so-hidden secret of 
DMPITS: If tracking hardware has been 
employed, the necessary software must 
already be in place. Must be. It's a fairly 
small jump from an external transmitter to 
an internal one; coordinating the preexist- 
ing software is. no jump at all. 


"Problem is I'm too young to stick around and enjoy it," 
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Furthermore, any microtransmitter 
can also be jiggered to serve as a 
receiver. Thus such devices—and even 
smaller, more data-intensive future ver- 
sions—could not only be tracked but be 
reprogrammed as desired. 

Could they one day become univer- 
Sal? If we're not careful. 

Imagine them injected into the body 
—by law, if the government elects to do 
so—during childhood, then continually 
monitored and updated. 

Where? How about a supermarket 
checkout lane, a movie-theater box 
office, your bank, the Department of 
Motor Vehicles. Anyplace people queue 
up for a few moments will do. 

Bar-code scanners have become 
such a fixture in our lives, they're nearly 
invisible to us now. Any number of them 
could be easily retrofitted to scan im- 
plants, transmit the results elsewhere, 
get back instructions, and beam those 
into the microcomputer you carry inside 
you. Not to mention noting what you're 
buying or how much you're withdrawing 
from your account. All without your 
knowledge or consent, and at the speed 
of light, thank you very much. 

SO ... bio-implants is one way those 
who would surveil us might go. In the 
long run it's probably the cheapest, eas- 
iest, and most effective. 

But there are alternatives, and one of 
these, only a little less sinister than 
implants, is smart video. To grasp where 
we are with this, you need to know two 
things about the video revolution. 

First, microminiaturization. 

Few people realize just how small, 
and how sophisticated, these gadgets 
have gotten. Take one device that's 
already in production. It contains a com- 
plete video Camera, mounted on a cir- 
cuit board, plus a digital coprocessor 
for real-time image enhancement, 
object-detection software, and correla- 
tion capabilities that support analysis on 
the fly. 

In addition, you can outfit this baby 
with an optional library of pre-stored 
feature data that'll enable identification 
of specific faces or any other security- 
related constructs. Whatever it captures 
can of course be speedily Uploaded to a 
larger processor anywhere in the coun- 
try. These things are cheap, and getting 
cheaper. 

And how small? 

Believe it or not, this particular one is 
credit card size. Which means, among 
other things, that you're on TV a whole 
lot more often than you ever imagined 
you were. Or wished to be. 

Want tinier still? Researchers at Tokyo 
University have been experimenting 
with the surgical attachment of video 
units to the backs of cockroaches. The 
unit features a camera, microprocessor, 
and transponder, all built in, and weighs 
a tenth of an ounce—about twice the

Video cameras can now be pro- 
grammed to monitor types of motion,

such ground-based systems are 
pretty intimidating. But, sad to say, 
they're not the end of the story. To them 
we must add that old spy in the sky. 

satellite surveillance is highly ad- 
vanced. Technology with three- to one- 
meter resolution is available, and that's 
likely to improve. The cameras up there 
can see through clouds and at night. 

Who's watching? 

The government, for one. The cre- 
ation of the innocuously named National 
Reconnaissance Organization has gone 
almost unnoticed. Its home base went 
up very quietly in Chantilly, Virginia— 
one million square feet of building, for 
which taxpayers anted up a cool $300 
million. 

The supersecret N.R.O. is in charge 
of the design, development, and pro- 
curement of all U.S. reconnaissance 
satellites, their management once in 
orbit, and the processing of whatever 
data they send back. It has, one sup- 
poses, significantly less to do, now that

detines as “suspicious.” Coming soon 
are Cameras with content-addressable 
imagery.

Another technology utilizes focal- 
plane-array neuromorphic sensors, 
modeled on the eye. Early versions of 
this are already employed by the Air 
Force to assist pilots in identifying 
objects in flight. Subsequent ones will 
recognize people, and be able to co it in 
regular light or at night, using infrared. 

lf you get on someone's list, say the 
F.B.!.s—for any reason whatsoever—the 
snoops can be notified when you show 
up anyplace your image is recorded. 

Real-time Wanted posters is what we 
have here. Which is a boon for law- 
enforcement officials tracking fugitives, 
but maybe not so terrific for those of us 
who have entirely legitimate reasons for 
keeping particular people ignorant of 
our whereabouts. 

And don't kid yourself that the use of 
these devices is going to be restricted 
to law-enforcement agencies. The 
resourcefulness of private enterprise 
guarantees that this type of surveillance 
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Russia is barely worth a second look. 
Yet the N.R.O. boasts the largest bud- 
get of any U.S. intelligence agency. 

Could it be that some of its work is 
domestic? What links might there be to 
the National Identification Center, which 
expects to have every state in the union 
within its system by sometime this year? 

Go ahead, try to find out. 

With one-meter resolution, govern- 
ment satellite cameras have the ability 
to track your car, or even you. Wherever 
you go, whatever you do. And the pri- 
vate sector is not far behind. 

One of the most ballynooed partner- 
ships in recent history is the joint ven- 
ture by billionaires Bill Gates and Craig 
McCaw. Their new corporation is called 
Teledesic, and its goal is to launch 288 
low-orbit, geosynchronous satellites, at 
a cost of $9 billion, by 2002. 

Ostensibly what they're shooting for is 
a universal transponder—an A.T.M.- 
driven heavenly switchboard, if you 
will—through which all digital communi- 
cations on the planet will have to pass. 
(A.1.M. is an abbreviation you're going 
to be seeing a lot more of. It stands for 
“asynchronous transmission mode,” an 
electronic conveyer belt that facilitates 
the rapid movement of information, 


simultaneously making oversight of 
communications much easier,) 

Add a monitoring system to universal 
communications control and what have 
you got? It ain't Ernestine. 

There is no such monitor. Yet. But 
there's no way of telling how close it is. 
The U.S. Navy has solicited bids for the 
development of a signal/signature 
analysis system that can recognize the 
content of any transmitted signal from 
anywhere, regardless of spread spec- 
trum, encryption, or other electronic 
countermeasures. Applications cited in 
the solicitation are “law enforcement, 
surveillance, drug interdiction, illegal- 
immigrant control, etc." 

(The Navy Is also looking for someone 
to build a robotic, flyable platform with 
optical and infrared spying capabilities, 
for “riot control, border surveillance,” 
and “personnel detection,” whatever 
that might be.) 

And if you aren't using countermea- 
sures, forget it. Smart listeners are 
already here and in use on international 
calls. Once all phone companies switch 
to A.T.M., every call in the world can be 
subject to analysis for voice recognition, 
occurrence of keyword subsets, and 
who knows what else. Speak a trigger 
phrase and the entire conversation gets 
recorded automatically and downloaded 
to your personal database, where it can 
be examined at leisure. You probably 
wont be able to disguise your voice 
either; it seems likely that voice |.D. will 
eventually become mandatory in order 
to use the phone system at all. 

As for Teledesic, it’s unlikely to stop 
with the mere achievement of its stated 
mission. The allure (read: profit poten- 
tial) of providing real-time visual and 
infrared surveillance of any square 
meter of the planet's surface will prove 
irresistible. Once again, in the end, any- 
one who can afford it will be able to 
track you. They'll know where you go, 
whom you meet with, and what you do. 

Granted, there's an upside here. 
Physical robberies, for example, will be 
chucked into history’s dustbin. Every 
bank, savings and loan, jewelry store, 
and /-Eleven will be patched into the 
grid. At the first sign of trouble an 
employee pushes a button. Within sec- 
onds the police are notified and that 
location comes under visual surveil- 
lance. As the would-be thief exits, the 
camera locks on and he or she is 
tracked until arriving at some location 
where apprehension can be safely 
accomplished. 

No more escapes, no more high- 
speed chases (sorry, Hollywood), no 
more innocent bystanders harmed. 
Only cybertheft will remain. For a while. 

But what about the rest of us? How do 
we maintain sanity knowing that docu- 
mentation of even our everyday activi- 
ties is for sale to the highest bidder?

Does the thought of growing old scare the hell out of you? It 
should. With age can come frightening losses: loss of memory, 
loss of strength and agility, loss of independence, loss of blad- 
der control, and, despite what you may have heard about sex 
past 60, sometimes a profound loss of sex drive and ability. 

Maybe you've noticed small signs of aging’s losses already. 
Perhaps the hair seems thinner, and the hairline starts a bit far- 
ther back these days. The effortlessly lean figure of adoles- 
cence may have begun its gradual expansion into the spare 
tire of middle age. And bleakest of all, if you're absolutely hon- 
est with yourself you might have to acknowledge that ever 
more frequently a night of beer and TV appeals to you more 
than a night of zipless sex. 

Can it be that you're not that many years away from turning 
into your father? And maybe 
Slated to repeat the fate of 
your grandfather, who by the 
age of 75 spent his days 
wandering around, lost in the 
dementia of Alzheimer's? 

ls it truly inevitable, this bit- 
by-bit decline into frailty? Not 
according to a growing num- 
ber of anti-aging doctors and 
scientists. These experts say 
that far from being inevitable, 
aging Is a disease, and with 
the right combination of treat- 
ments, including some still in 
research labs, it’s a disease 
that can be cured. 

As baby boomers hit their 
half-century mark—and the 
panic button—scientists have 
intensified their investigations 
into how and why we grow 
old. Many on the cutting edge 
of this research have reached 
a paradigm-busting conclu- 
sion: Aging is a treatable dis- 
ease. Even more exciting is 
the news that effective thera- 
pies are already available. 

Through the early detection 
and treatment of age-related 
diseases, innovative-nutrition- 
al strategies, and hormone 
replacement, many experts 
believe that we can expect a 
life span of 100 years or more. 
And by preventing or revers- 
ing the degenerative condi- 
tions associated with aging— 
heart disease, atherosclero- 
sis, diabetes, cancer, etc. — 
these expanded years can be 
vigorous and fulfilling. 

The intense interest in 
negating the debility of old 
age has spawned a whole 
new medical specialty. Some 
in the field believe that immi-

nent discoveries in aging reversal will extend life expectancy 
indefinitely—so far, in fact, that Generation X may have to be 
relabeled “Generation Lex,” for life extension beyond all reason- 
able current expectation. 

“Within 30 years we will have a shot at immortality,” declares 
Ronald Klatz, M.D., a recognized leader in the science of anti- 
aging and president of the 200-member American Academy of 
Anti-Aging Medicine. The Chicago-based A‘M sponsors clini- 
Cal research into anti-aging therapies, and spearheads legisla- 
tive and educational efforts in this new medical discipline. Late 
last year A*M administered the first board examinations to cer- 
tify physicians as specialists in anti-aging medicine. 

“Medical knowledge is increasing at an amazing rate— 
doubling every three and a half years," Klatz says. “Life 
expectancy in the United States currently is 77 years. With 
advances in genetic engineering, organ transplantation, and 
molecular machines, in ten years we'll see it jump to 85, and 
steadily increase from there.” 
In his new books, Stopping 
the Clock and Grow Young 
With HGH, Klatz declares it's 
never too soon to start anti- 
aging measures. 

“The main advice | have is, 
first of all, stay alive,” he says. 
“Start the commonsense pre- 
ventative aspects of anti- 
aging medicine now, so you 
can benefit from this incredi- 
ble technology that’s keeping 
lab animals healthy, active, 
and youthful 200 to 500 per- 
cent longer than their normal 
life spans.” 

Anti-aging medical centers 
and clinical practices are 
opening throughout the coun- 
try in response to the demand 
from health-conscious baby 
boomers who want not only 
to extend life span but to 
make the added years worth- 
while. Certainly the promise 
of living past 100 holds no 
appeal if the final 20 of those 
years are spent sipping din- 
ner through a tube. Accord- 
ing to a recent USA Today 
poll, 65 percent of Americans 
said they would like to live to 
100 if they could be alert, 
healthy, and continue to par- 
ticipate in their communities 
and make their own decisions. 

Klatz echoes those senti- 
ments. “That is exactly the 
vision of this first generation of 
anti-aging physicians,” he 
says. “Forget growing old 
gracefully. We're interested in 
not growing old. Anti-aging 
specialists hold the position 
that aging is not inevitable. 
We plan on helping our 
patients stay young for as 
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long as science and technology will 
allow. Many of the disorders we used to 
think were part and parcel of old age can 
be corrected.” 

Anti-aging, say its proponents, weds 
laboratory-based scientific/preventive 
medicine to the best of holistic/alterna- 
tive health care in a union that optimizes 
health and performance of both mind 
and body. “! see it as the next stage of 
sports medicine, ensuring elite physical 
and mental performance for all ages,” 
says Bob Goldman, M.D., Ph.D., found- 
er of the National Academy of Sports 
Medicine, and chairman of A‘M. 

Since obesity, high cholesterol, and 
high blood pressure are the main cul- 
prits in many age-related diseases, the 
core of anti-aging medicine is an opti- 
mum diet and exercise plan. Goldman 
says these lifestyle modifications should 
be undertaken in conjunction with 
closely monitored hormone replace- 
ment and individually regulated mega- 
dose nutritional therapies. 

There is little doubt that hormones 
play an important role in our lives. The 
pacemakers of youth, these precious 
chemicals keep us young and sexy. 
Waning hormone levels as we age are 
to blame for many ailments. 

Estrogen replacement for women is 
now a widespread therapy for meno- 
pause and beyond, not only because it 


helps them retain their youthful sexuality 
and to some extent appearance, but 
also because of its ability to prevent 
osteoporosis and reduce the risk of 
heart disease and Alzheimer’s disease. 

In men, testosterone replacement has 
demonstrated notable effects on virility, 
but beyond that, researchers are finding 
that testosterone may be as important in 
preventing aging in older men as estro- 
gen is in women. Newly discovered 
benefits of testosterone-replacement 
therapy include the prevention of some 
types of prostate disease, improvement 
in cholesterol metabolism, and a possi- 
ble role in the prevention of heart dis- 
ease. The destructive impact of male 
hormonal decline, including memory 
loss, passivity, and impotence, can be 
reduced by testosterone treatment. 

Human growth hormone is the most 
abundant hormone made by the pituitary 
gland. It hits its peak during adoles- 
cence, and, as its name suggests, is 
responsible for the rapid growth spurt of 
the period. Its usefulness doesn't stop 
there, however. H.G.H. keeps us lean 
and mean, physically speaking. It pro- 
motes muscle tissue, decreases body 
fat, and strengthens the immune system. 
Studies suggest that low levels of H.G.H. 
are responsible for shrinkage of vital 
organs and may be linked to increased 
risk of cancer and heart disease. 


“Normally there would be a penalty for holding and hugging.” 
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H.G.H. levels drop as we age. Studies 
show that 30 percent of apparently 
healthy men have deficient H.G.H. lev- 
els after age 60, and after age 65 at 
least 50 percent are deficient. A defi- 
ciency in H.G.H. is one reason some 
people seem to age faster than others. 

Human growth hormone works on 
many levels to slow the aging process, 
and science is only now becoming 
aware of just how important it is to 
longevity. One way H.G.H. may combat 
aging is through its action on disruptive 
molecules called free radicals, which 
are by-products of normal body metab- 
olism. As part of their path of destruc- 
tion, free radicals activate proteases, 
enzymes that degrade proteins. H.G.H. 
promotes protease inhibitors, thereby 
helping to abort the destructive 
process initiated by free radicals. 

H.G.H. may also halt programmed 
cell death, known as “apoptosis.” In 
apoptosis the cell’s inner clock signals 
that it’s time for it to die, and the cell self- 
destructs. This programmed cell death 
is involved in aging. Researchers have 
found that H.G.H.'s stimulation of pro- 
tease inhibitors also blocks apoptosis. 

One of the most exciting discoveries 
surrounding H.G.H. is its apparent abili- 
ty to extend life span. In one study 97 
percent of rats treated with H.G.H. lived 
up to nine months past the average life 
expectancy for their species. The 
results of this and other studies have 
been so promising that some experts 
speculate administration of H.G.H., 
along with other hormonal growth fac- 
tors and optimal antioxidants, may 
someday extend the maximum life span 
of humans from about 120 years to per- 
haps 250 years. 

The latest studies from Johns Hopkins 
University show that when youthful lev- 
els of human growth hormone are 
restored, the immune system is 
strengthened, muscle and bone regain 
strength and mass, and the skin thick- 
ens and becomes firm again. Some 
patients even report that their shrunken 
penis returned to its 20-year-old size. 

H.G.H. production is stimulated by 
exercise as well as by consuming a com- 
bination of dietary precursors like the 
amino acids arginine, lysine, and gluta- 
mine. The hormone in its pure form can 
also be administered by injection under 
the care of an anti-aging specialist. 

“The earlier you start hormone- 
replacement therapy, the more you'll 
enhance the quality of your life,” says 
Alan Mintz, M.D., director of Cenegenics, 
an anti-aging diagnostic clinic in Las 
Vegas, and a 60-year-old Amateur 
Athletic Union Grand Masters bodybuild- 
ing gold medalist. “By tuning up the hor- 
mones of youth,” he says, “you can let 
your body know ihat it’s going to be 
around for a long time.

Mintz 
Says antioxidants, enzymes, melatonin, 
and D.H.E.A. also help maintain vitality 
Richard Rosenthal, M.D., an anti- 
aging physician in private practice in 
Kansas, expresses concern about the 
easy availability of much-advertised 
hormonal products like melatonin and 
D.H.E,A. “People are getting advice on 
these substances from health-fooad- 
store clerks,” he says. “Clearly this is not 
smart, nor is it safe.” Only experts in 
supplemental therapies have been 
trained to guide patients to optimal 
physical and mental health at any age. 
"My aim is to slow the internal aging 
clock, so that physiologically the body is 
15 to 20 years younger than the patient's 
chronological age,” says Vincent Giam- 
papa, M.D. Giampapa is the director of 
Longevity Institute International, the pro- 
totype, in Montclair, New Jersey, of a 
network of L.I.|. anti-aging centers that 
have recently opened in Dallas, New 
York, Montana, Florida, and Australia. 
To determine the rate at which a 
patient's various organs and bodily sys- 
tems are aging, L.I.|. technicians per- 
form a battery of “biomarker” tests. 
Analysis of bodily fluids, nerve-reaction 
time, and D.N.A breakdown products in 
the urine and stool are included in a 
comprehensive physical exam. An anti- 
aging protocol is then tailored to the 


patient's individual needs by an artifi- 
cial-intelligence computer system, 
addressing vitamin and mineral defi- 
clencies, hormone levels, and the 
effects of stress, depression, and anxi- 
ety on metabolism. 

In addition, plastic surgery is always 
an option for anti-aging patients. “We 
find that people who feel good inside 
suddenly want to look great on the out- 
side,’ says Giampapa. “| perform what | 
term an anti-aging face-lift.” Working 
from old photographs, he re-creates the 
features of the face as they were when 
the patient was younger. Since the tip of 
the nose and the ears never stop grow- 
ing, Giampapa says, “those are the key 
features we trim all the time.” The results 
are very natural, and “the patient sees 
the face he was accustomed to seeing 
15 or 20 years earlier. It’s like getting 
reacquainted with an old friend.” 

Putting the “health” back into health 
spas is the goal of yet another group of 
anti-aging clinicians. At MetaResorts

Often it's organ failure that ultimately 
does us in. The heart gives out, or the 
liver and kidneys fail, filling our bodies 
with deadly toxins. True, organ trans- 
plantation is available, but currently the 
process is nightmarish, involving long 
waiting lists and disheartening searches 
for matching donors. All that may 
soon change. 

Kelvin Brockbank, Ph.D., and his 
research team at Life Resuscitation 
Technologies, Inc., are developing a 
revolutionary system that freezes donor 
organs, stopping the clock and allowing 
more time to search for a perfect match. 

L.R.T. scientists say that in the future 
they hope to make possible transplants 
that are not feasible today: of intestines, 
stomachs, gall bladders—even penises. 
Organ transplantation will become as 
commonplace as replacing worn-out 
Car parts. 

Working in university and pharmaceu- 
tical laboratories, innovative scientists 
are making enormous strides in under- 
standing the mechanisms of aging and 
how to defuse them. George Martin, 
Pn.D., director of the Alzheimers Disease 
Research Center at the University of 
Washington, and his colleagues in the 
U.S. and Europe, have to date isolated 
“four genes that can make a difference in 
one's susceptibility to dementia.” 

One of these genes was first recog- 
nized in the extra chromosome 21 that is 
present in people with Down's syn- 
drome; Down's patients typically devel- 
op Alzheimer’s by age 40. Martin hopes 
that his center's work will help in “devel- 
oping medications to control the prod- 
ucts of these genes,” thus slowing the 
onset of Alzheimer’s. Says Ronald Klatz, 
“It is probable that we will be able to 
eliminate Alzheimer's disease as a 
major killer within 15 years,” before 
boomers reach the age when they 
become its prime targets. 

“Both aging and disease are caused 
by damage at the molecular level,” says 
Ralph Merkle, Ph.D., of Xerox Labs, who 
is recognized as one of the leading 
researchers in nanotechnology, a 
method of making microscopically small 
devices.

BREATHING 
LESSONS 


Breathing is so natural 
that we do it without 
thinking. But in a way 
that's a drawback for 
America’s 15 million 


asthmatics. If they 
were more sensitive to 
changes in how 

easily air was flowing 
into their lungs they 
might be able to take 
action to short-circuit 
potentially dangerous 
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asthma attacks. 

Though inhalers can 
reduce the wheezing, 
many sufferers don't 
use them until an attack 
is under way. Now sci- 
entists at Ohio 
University in Athens 
have developed a train- 
ing method that can 
help asthma patients 
sense when an attack 
is imminent. The 
researchers taught 45 
asthmatics how to 
judge air-flow resistance 
with accuracy by 
breathing through a 
series of nylon-mesh 
screens of varying den- 
sities. By the end of the 
training, some patients 
reported they could feel 
an attack coming on 
30 minutes or more in 
advance. This early 
warning should enable 
them to reach for their 
inhalers in time to head 
off an attack —B.L.

Some trainers will tell you that when doing pec-building routines 
you shouldn't fully extend your arms, either at the beginning or 
the end of the movement, because that actually rests the pec 
muscles rather than works them. If you stop just short of full 
extension, this theory goes, you'll maintain resistance on the 
pecs throughout. 

“That makes some sense,” says Stuart Rugg, Ph.D., a kinesi- 
alogist at Occidental College near Los Angeles, “but most 
body-building experts—including Arnold Schwarzenegger him- 
self—advise you to fully extend your arms.” If you're doing 
bench presses or incline presses, for example, start with the 
bar flush against your chest, then push it up and out until your 
arms are completely straight, with no bend at the elbows. If 
you're doing flyes, start with the dumbbells (or pads if youre 
using a Nautilus-type machine) slightly behind your shoulders, 
then bring them forward until they touch in front of your chest. 
That way you're actually working the pecs harder than if you 


stopped short of full extension —B.L.

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PENIS 
PROTOCOL 


Considering penis en- 
largement? New 
techniques are reducing 
the risks involved 
in the fat injections that 
have until now been 
among the mainstays 
of these procedures. 

The trouble with 
fat injections, says Gary 
Alter, M.D., assistant 
clinical professor 
of plastic surgery at 
U.C.L.A., is that 30 
to 50 percent of the 
injected fat disappears 
within a year. This can 
lead to embarrassing 
lumps or cavities. 

Now Alter and 
a growing number of 
other surgeons are 
using two innovative 
methods that produce 
not only a bigger but 
a better-looking penis. 
The new technique 
for thickening the 
member involves mak- 
ing a Circumcision-like 
incision to open the 
shaft. Then doctors 
take a graft of the 
patient's own skin and 
fat from inside the 
buttocks, wrap that 
around the penile

shaft, and close 
the incision over the 
graft. After a no-sex 
recovery period of 
six weeks, the penis is 
permanently thick- 
ened. And, says Alter, 
“there's no difference 
in sensation.” Cost 
of the operation: a stiff 
$10,000. 

For lengthening, 
surgeons cut the liga- 


ment that attaches 

the penis to the pubic 
bone. This allows 

the penis to be 
stretched by wearing 
an eight- to 12-pound 
apparatus for 15 
minutes twice a day for 
six months to a year. 
The apparatus attaches 
like a condom and 
hangs from the head 
of the penis.—B.L.

Says 
Meston, “Exercise 
prepares women for 
arousal, So when 
they're put into a sexual 
scenario, it gives them 
a jump-start.’—u.G. 


IN FAVOR OF FAT 


You've heard the 
anti-fat gospel and 
you've become a 
true believer, ready to 


root out every bit of fat 
from your diet. 

Hold on. That kind 
of fanaticism can be un- 
healthy, warns Lynne 
W. Scott, R.D., director 
of the Diet Modification 
Clinic at Baylor 
College of Medicine in 
Houston. Some fat— 
at least ten percent of 
total calories—is 


essential for good 
nutrition. For example, 
fat subs for protein, 
so protein can be used 
to build and repair 


tissues, instead of being 


burned for energy. In 


addition, fat helps the 


body absorb vitamins 

A, D, E, and K. 
Besides, Scott 

says, fat-free items are 

often high in sodium 

and loaded with sugar 

and calories.

Developed in 
Sweden, the procedure 
involves taking a 
few thousand cartilage 
cells from an undam- 
aged area of the knee, 
growing them ina 
lab dish until there are 
millions of copies, 
and then injecting the 
new cells into the 
injured area. 

The problem with 
older procedures, 
in which cartilage is 
taken out but not 
replaced, explains 
Chery! Greenhouse of 
Genzyme, the Cam- 
bridge, Massachu- 
setts—based firm that 
does the cell culturing, 
is that they don't 
last. But in studies in 
Sweden, even after 
nine years the cultured 
cartilage still looked 
completely normal.

Enzo insisted that every Ferrari be 
on the cutting edge of performance. 
Nothing less was worth thinking 
about. Like all racers, he wanted to 
be first, the ultimate, so he based 
the cars that bore his name on the 
machines he made for the track. 

There was the 1958 167-m.p.h. 
250 Testa Rossa (below)—called 
“the redhead” after its red crackle- 
finish cam covers—which, with its 
three-liter V-12, dominated the 
world championships for three 
years. Or the 1966 166-m.p.h. 275 
GTB/4 (top, previous page), with a 
new all-independent-suspension 
system superior to that of any pre- 
vious road Ferrari. Or the famed 
1968 174-m.p.h. 365 GTB/4 Day- 
tona (bottom, previous page), the 
last of the great front-engine V-12 
Berlinettas, or two-seater coupes, 
with a pair of twin-cam heads and a 
sextet of twin-barrel Weber carbu- 
retors on its 4.4-liter engine. 


The model designation of the earlier 
Cars was unique: The number was the 
displacement in cubic centimeters of 
a single cylinder. You had to multiply 
it, usually by 12, to get the full engine 
size. The 125 was thereby revealed 
as a 1.5-liter engine, the 250 as a 
three-liter engine, in an exercise that 
each time forced you into renewed 
appreciation of Enzo’s song of 12-fold 
power. Such arcane details, he knew, 
were part of the Ferrari mystique, and 
he held out for years against the 
modernization of the system that 
would make the 512, for instance, 
mean a five-liter 12-cylinder engine.

The usual scoffer’s objection to a 
nightmare vision of ubiquitous surveil- 
lance is that it isn't technically feasible. 
We simply don't have the capability, the 
argument goes, of tracking the move- 
ments, behavior, buying habits, and cur- 
rency transactions of a quarter of a bil- 
lion mainly law-abiding Americans. 

Think again. 

Keeping tabs on such a large number 
of people is a challenge, to be sure, but 
ihe capacity to meet that challenge isn't 
science fiction, it's reality. 

The keys are massive parallel-pro- 
cessing supercomputers, A.T.M. trans- 
mission systems, and simple bidirec- 
tional satellite links. 

How good is the technology? Pretty 
damn good. 

A.1.M., for instance, operates about 
10,000 times faster than current 
modems, with another 64-fold markup 
in the labs. Pure data transmission or 


The California company HNC 

oftware, Inc., supplies a product called 
Falcon to financial institutions. Falcon, 
according to HNC, “examines transac- 
tion, cardholder, and merchant data to 
detect a wide range of credit-card 
fraud. Using computational intelligence 
techniques, Falcon captures relation- 
ships and patterns that often are 
missed by traditional methods of detect- 
ing suspicious transactions.” 

A more advanced product, HNC's 
DataBase Mining Workstation, can sift 
through whole databases, looking for 
whatever patterns the sifter seeks. 

The government already does this 
routinely, through a somewhat shadowy 
new agency called the Financial Crimes 
Enforcement Network (FinCEN), An arm 
of the Treasury Department, FinCEN 
was created in 1990, and many details 
of its operation remain classified.

And holographic data storage a hun- 
dred times more powerful is under 
development. IBM has crammed 48 
megabytes of data into a crystal smaller 
than one centimeter on a side. In five 
years that's projected to jump to ten 
gigabytes per cubic centimeter. 


Okay, SO we can gather an ocean of 
material, transmit it, and store it. Now 
can we then do something with it? 

Yup. 

Advances in artificial intelligence, in 
addition to providing smart cameras, 
have also given us neural-network pro- 
cessing systems. 
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nities. FinCEN ... uses the Bank 
secrecy Act to implement comprehen- 
sive programs that go beyond currency 
to all financial activity and requires 
reporting and record-keeping by banks 
and financial institutions to preserve a 
financial trail for investigators to follow 
as they track criminals and their assets. 
The B.S.A. also requires reporting of 
large and/or suspicious transactions 
that could trigger investigations.” 

Unpleasant applications of this type 
of fishing expedition are not hard to 
envision. Especially considering that 
“suspicious” often lies in the eye of the 
beholder. 

For example, all cash transactions 
involving more than $10,000 must now 
be reported to the government. If you 
try to circumvent this restriction by with- 
drawing smaller amounts from several 
different accounts, no matter how legit 
your reasons, you're presumed guilty of 
a money-laundering crime called “struc- 
turing.” Should such a pattern be dis- 
covered somewhere in your financial 
affairs, it'd be up to you to convince the 
feds that you weren't running powder for 
the Cali cartel. Good luck. 

And remember this: Artificial-intelli- 
gence programs have the capacity to 


learn from experience. The more they 
do something, the better they get at it. 

The technical problems, then, have 
been solved. Dossiers on each and 
every one of us can be compiled, ana- 
lyzed, referenced. We have various 
input devices to collect the data, A.T.M. 
to send it anywhere, supercomputers to 
hold it forever, and A.I.-based neural 
networks to process it. 

All that remains is to silence all 
alarums that these are not particularly 
healthy developments if we want to con- 
tinue to live in an America based on per- 
sonal freedom. 

Be assured, what you read here is not 
some paranoid Idaho militia man's Big 
Government fantasy. There’s no orga- 
nized conspiracy afoot, run by the evil 
forces of liberalism, Dr. Fu Manchu, or 
some other convenient bugaboo, and 
the hard truth is that that's not good. 
Because if there were, the whole thing 
would probably implode, 

What's actually happening is a natural 
confluence of powerful forces that, taken 
together, may be irresistible. 

On the one hand there's the private 
sector. Government officials are, under- 
standably, being prodded by industry 
people who see a new multibillion-dollar 
business ahead. When folks are trying 
to make a buck they're seldom troubled 
by matters of principle. The test-kit man- 
ufacturers don't worry about the consti- 
tutionality of urine testing. 

Then there's law enforcement. 
Officials from the |.R.S., the Treasury 
Department, the F.B.I., and other agen- 
cies are arguing that this super-technol- 
ogy represents the final solution to most 
of their problems. Just give us more 
power and watch that crime rate drop. 

Plus there's a lot of simple, naked fear 
in Washington. More and more of the 
population has been forced to recog- 
nize the obvious: The federal govern- 
ment has mismanaged its resources so 
badly that if it were a corporation it'd be 
bankrupt, and if it were a private Joe 
he'd be in prison. 

So what have governments always 
done when they get themselves in such 
a fix? First, pretend it hasn't happened. 
Then, when the misdeeds can no longer 
be denied, try to exert ever-greater con- 
trol over the governed. The former 
Soviet Union should come to mind here. 

Will our own country collapse? Could 
the majority just be quietly persuaded 
that we should continue surrendering 
our basic birthrights? 

The jury's out, and it doesn't look like a 
friendly one. 

lronically, our last best hope may be 
those very politicians who are currently 
working so diligently against our better 
interests. Because in the end they're 
going to be subject to the same level of 
surveillance as anyone else, and they 
probably haven't realized the implica-

he only thing we can say for certain about 
T 1998 in regard to the armed forces is that 
something will surely turn up to test their 
mettle. Last year's defense-budget debate 
obscured much more than it clarified. Lurking 
beneath the surface of those high-level exami- 
nations of our nation’s defenses were person- 
nel problems that make a mockery of the 
whiz-bang weapons that supposedly don't 
need people to man them or actually to use 
them in combat. 
Military standards, like their civilian equiva- 
lents, are slow to change. In both cases, 
though, change sometimes needs to be accel- 
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The lethality of 
erated. Quite apart from questions of race and 
gender equality in the military, there are impor- 
tant questions about “beans and bullets” that 
have received much less than due considera- 
tion in the annual defense-budget shenani- 
gans. Most of these questions concern pay 
scale and allowances: whether the pay and 
benefits we provide our servicemen and 
-women are enough to attract, in sufficient 
numbers, new recruits with the physical and 
mental abilities necessary to perform the tasks 
required, and whether the pay and the possibil- 
ities of promotion are also enough to retain indi- 
viduals having the proper skills, motivations, 
and attitudes. 

The short answer is no. At the entry level a 
private with fewer than four months service 
receives $833.40 a month—about $60 less, on 
average, than a civilian minimum-wage new 
employee. In a sports comparison, we pay four- 
star generals only approximately one fifth of the 
mandatory minimum rate for a rookie baseball 
player in the major leagues. 

Obviously there is no way to compare military 
service with civilian employment. The potential 
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lethality of military service puts it in a special 
class. That alone should be reason to increase 
the pay of our men and women in uniform. At 
present 61 percent of all enlisted personnel are 
married. Sadly, more than half of those are eligi- 
ble for food stamps. Note the word “eligible.” It's 
important because—probably out of priae— 
only a minority of those eligible actually have 
applied for food stamps. 

Whether it is desirable to have 61 percent of 
our enlisted personnel married is another 
question, one that transcends the relatively 
straightforward matter of pay. Consider the 
problems that face the commanding general of

ofi Annan, the beleaguered leader of the 
deficit-ridden U.N., obliged to juggle crises 
arising in Bosnia, Cambodia, the Middle 
East, and the U.S. Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee all at once, is the first Secretary 
General to be a “child of the U.N.” After starting 
his undergraduate studies in his native Ghana, 
he completed a degree in economics at 
Macalester College in St. Paul, Minnesota, and 
earned a master's degree in Geneva and at 
M.I.T. before becoming a junior administrative 
and budget officer at the U.N.’s World Health 
Organization in Geneva in 1962, at 24. 

He served in Addis Ababa (Ethiopia), Cairo, 
Geneva again, and Ismailia (Egypt) before 
returning to New York, where he rose to assis-

tant secretary general and then undersecretary 
general for peacekeeping operations. Secretary 
General Boutros Boutros-Ghali sent him to war- 
torn Kuwait in 1991 to secure the repatriation of 
more than 900 U.N. staffers and the release of 
Western hostages in Iraq; Annan initiated the 
“oil for food” formula to relieve starvation in Iraq. 
Later he oversaw the transition in the former 
Yugoslavia from UNPROFOR (the United 
Nations Protection Force) to NATO. Nearly half 
of all the 43 international operations in U.N. his- 
tory have been mounted since Annan took over 
“peacekeeping” in 1993, and it was Annan who 
created a permanent reserve under which 66 
member states are committed to providing a 
total of 87,000 peacekeepers at short notice. 
since becoming “S.G." he has created a Rapidly 
Deployable Mission Headquarters in New York. 
Annan became S.G. in place of Egypt's 
Boutros-Ghali largely because Senator Jesse 
Helms, the chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, vowed to block U.N. 
funds so long as the Egyptian remained in 
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office, while the African U.N. members insisted 
that another African was entitled to the next five 
years. But in many ways this soft-spoken but 
rigorous Ghanaian is perhaps the Third World 
leader the U.N. needed to take on the dictates 
of the United States and the veto power of the 
victors of World War Il. 

In the following interview the courtly 
Ghanaian—whose Dutch wife is a lawyer- 
turned-painter—makes strong if diplomatic 
points about the U.S. as the U.N’s only super- 
deadbeat, about making the Security Council 
more responsive to the turn-of-a-millennium 
world, about the cost to the Third World of 
reducing the U.S. share of the U.N. budget, and 
the fact that the U.S.—and New York City in 
particular—make a handsome sum playing 
host to the U.N. 


As you see it, what are the subjects and issues 
that the United Nations can handle more effec- 
tively and impartially than can any single coun- 
try or group of countries? 

There are a growing number of cross-border 
issues that no one nation or group of nations, 
however powerful, can deal with effectively 
alone. | am: thinking of what someone called 
“issues without passports”"—drug trafficking, 
terrorism, and international crime. The larger 
crime syndicates have assets greater than 
those of many governments. | think | should 
also mention the U.N.’s unique role in fostering 
international norms—on human rights, the pro- 
tection of intellectual property, and even the 
rules of international commercial air traffic. 

What about sticky political issues? Is there a 
role for the U.N. in the so-called Middle East 
peace process? 

The U.N. has a historic role in the Middle 
East. Its first peacekeeping mission was Cre- 
ated to monitor the Arab-Israeli truce agree- 
ment of 1949, which was negotiated by a great 
African-American, U.N. Undersecretary Gen- 
eral Ralph Bunche. Today the Arabs and the 
Israelis have chosen the United States as their 
mediator, but the U.N. maintains peacekeeping 
troops on the Golan Heights, in southern 
Lebanon, and elsewhere. 

What you seem to be implying is that the U.N. 
isn't welcome in solving the problems of 
European-settler societies. You were never 
involved in that way with South Africa or 
Rhodesia, or even with intra-European issues 
like Serbs versus Muslims in Bosnia. 

Our limitations are determined by our mem- 
bers, as are our prerogatives. We were 
involved, briefly, in the former Yugoslavia.

Most men will at times 
have a problem get- 
ting itup. Although 
embarrassing or 
frustrating in the 
moment, limping out 
usually isn’t a long- 
term issue. But for 
men who suffer from 
some degree of con- 

| tinuing impotence, it’s 
a daily trial, even a 
daily tragedy. 

There's not much, 
mechanically speak- 
ing, to an erection. 
You become aroused, 
the penis swells with 
blood, often in re- 
sponse to physical 
stimulation, and na- 
ture takes its course. 
But as simple as it is, 
there are many fac- 
tors swirling about the 
act of making the 
weasel dance, and 
not all of them are 
under our control. 
Injury, genetic and 
birth defects, side 
effects of medications 
for such problems 
as high blood pres- 
sure, psychological 
matters—all can take 
their toll. 

Over the years drug 
companies and med- 
ical researchers have 
invested a lot of time 
and energy striving 
for solutions to a 
problem that plagues 
an estimated ten to 
15 million American 
men, most of whom 
don't want to talk 
about it. The issue is 
so delicate that, 
according to the 
American Urological 
Association, perhaps 
only five percent of 


men who suffer from 
some form of impo- 
tence ever consult a 
urologist to see what 
can be done. 

Part of the reason is 
simple embarrass- 
ment; another is the 


| modes of treatment 


available—especially 
if the problem isn't in 
your mind. Penile 
implants, pumps, and 
injections, apart from 
being expensive, tend 
to be viewed as 
painful, clumsy, de- 
meaning—and unless 
you're involved ina 
trusting long-term 
relationship, humiliat- 
ing. So while current 
technology is effec- 
tive, most men suffer 
in silence rather than 
seek a Cure. 

But three compa- 
nies, Pfizer, Zonagen, 
and Vivus, are now 
bringing to market 
drugs that show real 
promise of alleviating 
many forms of impo- 
tence. Not only are 
they proving effective, 
but they are much 
easier to use. One is 
a pellet, the other two 
are pills. 

The Vivus pellet is 
called MUSE, for 
“medicated urethral 
system for erection.” 
Using a plastic “appli- 
cator,” you push a 
tiny pellet containing 
a drug called alpros- 
tadil, which was 


| developed to enhance 
| blood flow in infants, 


about an inch into 
your urethra, Once 
there, the pellet 
releases the medica- 


tion, which stimu- 
lates blood flow 
locally to the penis, 
making it more avail- 
able for John Thomas 
when needed. 

While the treatment 
is effective and 
approved for use by 
the F.D.A., there are 
side effects. Twenty- 
nine percent of MUSE 
users have reported 
some penile pain, and 
a number have experi- 
enced dizziness and 
urethral bleeding. But 
many consider the 
risk of these side 
effects a worthwhile 
trade-off for achieving 
a working erection. 

But many doctors 
feel that given a 
choice between a 
pellet and a pill, if the

called Vasomax, with 
results that are gener- 
ating enthusiasm.

It's still awaiting

Viagra proved so 
effective in a year- 
long study by U.S.C, 
urologist Harin 
Padma-Nathan, M.D.., 
that subjects camped 
on his doorstep, beg- 
ging him to continue 
prescribing it. More 
than 80 percent of the 
participants reported 
marked improvement, 
substantiated by their 
partners. “This is like 
the Holy Grail of impo- 
tence treatment,” says 
William Steers, M.D., 
chairman of urology 
at the University of 
Virginia, where testing 
has yielded equally 
strong results. 

90 far Viagra has 
shown only minor 
side effects, like 
headaches, muscle 


stomach. Some sub- 
jects also experi- 
enced changes in 
color vision. The 

side effects appear 
related to the dosage, 
and are generally 
short-lived. The worri- 
ers warn that while 
the drug appears 
safe, its long-term side 
effects are unknown 
and it should not be 
taken without prior 
medical evaluation.

With the prospect of Japan, India, 
Germany, and perhaps other nations 
obtaining permanent Security Council 
membership and status, should consider- 
ation be given to abolishing the unilateral 
veto? What about replacing it with a neg- 
ative vote by three permanent members? 

One can get very creative in thinking 
of ways to reform the Security Council. 
And this is going to be decided by the 
185 member states of the General 
Assembly as a whole. Until now, the 
only thing member states seemed to be 
agreed on is that change is necessary. 
The world is a different place from what 
it was in 1945, when the permanent 
membership of the Security Council was 
reserved for senior members of the vic- 
tors’ club in a conflict which most peo- 
ple living today cannot remember. | think 
the underlying motive for reform should 
be: How can we make the Security 
Council more representative, and there- 
fore more legitimate? But that is a ques- 
tion that | must leave to members—in 
other words, to governments. 

Your Spokesman's Office told me ear- 
lier last year that if one included the 
dues and assessments for 1997, the 
United States owes $2.06 billion to the 
U.N. Do you see any feasible solution to 
the present congressional imbroglio with 
the U.N.? 

Your figures for what is due at this 
moment are correct. But if you dont 
include the 1997 dues and assessmenis, 
the figure which is overdue is about $1.4 
billion. President Clinton assured me his 
administration understood that in order to 
play a leading role in the U.N. the United 
States would have to pay its dues. At the 
President's request | also met with key 
members of Congress. On the Hill | 
sensed the mood turning—and this, | 
truly believe, reflects the thinking of the 
American public. Most Americans are 
ashamed of their reputation for not pay- 
ing their U.N. bills. 

So you think a check will soon be in 
the mail? 

It is clear that we will not get full pay- 
ment of the U.S. arrears even in three 
years. But for the first time in many years 
there was a debate in the U.S. Congress 
on the importance of the U.N. to the 
U.S., and draft legislation now under 
consideration would permit payment of 
two thirds of what is owed over a three- 
year period, if certain conditions are 
met. It is too soon to say if we will see a 
happy ending to the process. 

In any event, do you have the power to 
satisfy the conditions proposed by 
Congress, even if you wanted to? Isnt 
this a consideration for all 185 members? 

Yes, of course. | am the manager 
answerable to all club members, not just 
the wealthiest and most assertive. 


Your office told me the U.S. was one 


of 17 countries that were, or were about | 
to be, two years in arrears on their dues 
and assessments, and whose voting | 


rights could be suspended. The historian 
Jessica Mathews says that the dead- 
beat figure is 43 member states. Which 


is correct? Presumably, suspenaing the | 


voting rights of nearly half a hundred 
members might be seen as counterpro- 
ductive. On the other hand, what's the 
point in having a two-year rule if it's 
never applied? 

It is applied. At present 15 member 
states are two years In arrears and have 
been denied their votes in the General 
Assembly. Many of these states will pay 
the minimum required to get back their 
vote, as the General Assembly gets 


under way. | would favor a stiffer penalty, | 


say, one that required half or, better, full 
payment in order to get the vote back. 
However, incremental payments is the 
way things are done now. In fact the 
penalty /s universally applied— 
although | know there have been some 
exceptions in the past. At the time of this 
interview the United States is indeed 
approaching the two-year threshold, 
although it is not yet clear if it will have 
hit it by the end of 1997. 

But the U.S. is already two years 
behind on some payments. Would the 
General Assembly have the nerve to sus- 
pend the United States if it defaults this 
year? What about America’s voting rights 
in the Security Council? 

Obviously the U.S. is on a rather sticky 
wicket. | think it would be up to the 
General Assembly to decide whether 


ihe United States could continue to be | 


more than an observer in the Security 
Council. Since this would be a bit ridicu- 
lous, | would hope that the Congress 
has the maturity to prevent this even 
being discussed, 


The formula for calculating a nation’s 


annual dues is based on wealth ana 
population. The U.S. has asked that its 
share of the U.N. budget be reduced 
from 25 percent to 20 percent. | heard a 
radio broadcaster the other day say that 
if the U.S. paid according to its rightful 
proportion of global goods and ser- 
vices—its gross-national-product share 
of the total of all G.N.P.'s—its U.N. bua- 
get share would be 27 percent. Do your 
economists agree with this figure? The 
broadcaster also said Americans pay 
only seven dollars per head per year to 
the U.N., whereas Norwegians pay $65 
per person. Is this correct? 

The formula for calculating the rates 
for annual dues and for special assess- 
ments is, as you say, based on wealth 
and population. It has a ceiling of 25 
percent and a floor of 0.01 percent. It Is 
true that if there weren't a ceiling, the 
U.S. share would be a few points high- 
er—so there is not much argument for 
making it lower.

The Washington Post said 
recently that one of Americas smallest 
states, in population, Hawaii, employs 
about 20 percent more government 
employees than the staff of the entire 
U.N. throughout the world. 

People say we are a bloated bureau- 
cracy without realizing how small we 
actually are. |'m proposing cutting the 
core staff by 1,000 posts, to a level of 
9,000. | would like then to focus on core 
activities, reduce management costs by 
a third, and retrain and redeploy the 
existing staff. 

| would also like to bring in some new 
blood where it will be needed. Some 
member states might think 9,000 in staff

way that Geneva, Rome, Montreal, and 
Vienna are already? 

The founders of the United Nations 
chose the United States as host country 
to avoid the fate of the League of 
Nations, which the U.S. helped launch in 
Geneva and then never joined. | think 
that we must continue to struggle for the 
hearts and minds of Americans, and 
indeed of all citizens of the world. | would 
like to see the U.N.’s power base be 
close to the people, to the grass roots. 

Yes, it's true that the U.S. makes more 
money out of the U.N. than it con- 
tributes. In fact it’s more than someone 
quoted me as saying. The U.N. gener- 
ates about $3 billion a year in the 
Greater New York area alone. That's 
nearly four times the United States's 
annual dues and its various assess- 
ments for unpredictable special opera- 
tions, and of course the U.N. and its 185 
delegations also generate spending 
elsewhere in America—in Detroit for 
Cars, for instance. It's obviously a colos- 
sal advantage for the U.S. to have the 
U.N. here in the States, and most of all 
for New York City, for which we're the 
goose that lays golden eggs. 

I'm sure there would be many bid- 
ders, should we look for a new site, or 
more sites for different segments of the 
U.N., but at present | don't think that is 
the way to go. 

Presumably, if the U.S. succeeds in 
paying less than its “global” share of the 
U.N. budget, the other 184 countries will

Secretary General Annan after media 
mogul Ted Turner, last September, 
announced he would be giving the U.N. 
$100 million a year for the next ten years. 

Ted Turners money is obviously very 
useful. How do you see it affecting U.S. 
congressional and public attitudes 
toward the U.N.? 

The value of the contribution in sym- 
bolic terms may even exceed its value 
in monetary terms. The fact that a 
prominent American should think the 
work of the U.N. important enough to 
put his own dollars into it sends a very 
strong message to other private donors, 
and also to their representatives in the 
Congress and the administration. 

Because it is tax deductible, Turner's 
$100 million a year in effect “fines” the 
U.S. government, the state of Georgia, 
and the city of Atlanta about $40 million 
annually for America’s being the U.N.'s 
biggest deadbeat dad. Turner has said 
he’s going to ask other American philan- 
thropists to emulate or surpass him. Will 
you add your voice in this appeal?

And | 
will appeal not only to billionaires and 
millionaires, but also to ordinary citizens 
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involved in the U.N.’s work. 
| have to tell you that we haven't yet

Connecting pornography with violence is junk science, which doesn’t belong in courts. 


spurious connection between “pornogra- 
phy” and sexual violence is now being 
given the blessing of some members of the 
judiciary. In a number of recent murder cases, 
including that of JonBenet Ramsey, lower-court 
judges have issued search warrants for 
| “pornography” or “sexually explicit” material. In 
| some rape trials, the courts have allowed juries 
to consider evidence that the defendant en- 
joyed pornography. 

These decisions fly in the face of recent 
supreme Court rulings condemning the intro- 


duction of “junk science” in judicial proceedings. 
The High Court has conditioned the admissi- 
bility of purported scientific and social-scientific 
expert testimony and evidence on their meeting 
rigorous standards of peer review. And no legiti- 
mate scientific study has ever established a 
Statistically significant link between the con- 
sumption of pornography and the commission of 
violent sex crimes. If such a link indeed existed, 
inere would be much more sexual crime than 
| there is, since pornography is a multibillion- 
dollar business with an expanding market. 
Sexual violence is no more prevalent in countries 
that tolerate the distribution of pornography— 
Denmark, Sweden, Holland, and France—than 
| in countries that vigorously prosecute it—lran, 
saudi Arabia, and India. Recent F.B.|. reports 
| show a dramatic reduction in violent crime in 
this nation without any apparent decrease in the 
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availability of pornography. 

Yet junk scientists, often with feminist or reli- 
gious agendas, persist in pushing the dangerous 
myth that exposure to pornography “causes” 
sexual violence. Press and TV lend credibility to 
this damaging nonsense by reporting the pres- 
ence of pornography in the homes of persons | 
arrested for sexual crimes. The fact that Bibles 
and Coca-Cola were also present is not re- 
ported, though just as good a case could be 
made for a connection between these items 
and sexual violence. | 

It may be true that some sexual predators, 
perhaps even many of them, enjoy pornography, 
But it is not true that a significant percentage of 
the people who enjoy pornography become sex- | 
ual predators. To fail to understand the crucial 
distinction is to make a Classic logical error. 
Anecdotal testimonies by biased observers | 
about alleged serial rapists or murderers who | 
may have consumed pornography do not satisfy | 
the criteria for scientific validity. Such methods 
are the essence of junk science. Yet judges, who 
should know better, are falling into this trap and | 
making rulings based on junk-science theories. 

In the JonBenet Ramsey case, for example, a 
Boulder, Colorado, judge issued a search warrant 
authorizing the police to search her parents’ 
home for “child pornography”"—an extraordinar- 

ily vague and open-ended category that could 
include such movies as Preity Baby and The 

Tin Drum, as well as traditional naked-baby- 

on-bear-rug snapshots. In fact the videos of 

six-year-old beauty-pageant competitor | 
JonBenet have been much described as | 
“soft-core kiddie porn.” | 

Despite anything said by the media, 
“pornography” is constitutionally protected | 
speech—unless it can legally be adjudged | 
punishable obscenity of no socially redeeming 
value, or falls into strictly defined parameters of 
‘child pornography.” But the recent rash of judi- 
cial rulings authorizing search warrants for 
pornography is not limited to illegally pos- 
sessed sexual material. These are broad fish- 
ing expeditions based on unsupported notions 
of a connection between all kinds of sexually 
explicit material and sexual violence. 

lf possession of pornography constitutes 
“probable cause” for believing that the posses- 
sor may be a violent criminal, the line between 
protected private activities—reading pornogra- 
phy in one's bedroom, for instance—and pun- 
ishable criminal sexual violence becomes 
blurred. Holding to this important line is what 
distinguishes freedom from tyranny and due | 
process from a witch-hunt.O+—, 
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"M EMBARRASSED TO ADMIT IT, BUT I'VE NEVER 
dated a woman who was branded, pierced, or tattooed.

A sense of adventure often leads sci- 
entists to amazing discoveries, such as 
the one made by James Curtsinger, 
Ph.D., of the University of Minnesota, in 
collaboration with James Vaupel, Ph.D., 
of Denmark's Odense University. Curt- 
singer says that in his research he has 
detected an interesting bifurcation in the 
pattern of aging. Working from Scandi- 
navian church records (some of the 
most reliable data on human longevity 
available), he noticed that, after about 
age 85, the mortality rate declined—a 
decided deviation from the steady 
upward trend between 30 and 85. 

Through genetic manipulation Curt- 
singer has been able to re-create this 
pattern in fruit flies, and in fact 
increased their normal life span twofold. 
His findings prompted him to conclude 
that “the probability of death is not 
increasing with increasing age.” In other

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tions of that yet. Imagine a presidential 


campaign in which both candidates’ 
every activity is recorded on videodisc. 
Imagine the end of surreptitious meet- 
ings, Quasi-legal fund-raisers, private 
phone calls, etc. 

They aint gonna like it. 

But if they can't stop it, well ... back to 
the gadgetry. Let’s see what's begun 
poking its little head above the horizon. 

As if all the advances in passive 
implants werent disturbing enough, 
there are yet further possibilities for 


| active implants that involve actual 


behavior modification. This is something 
that once depended on wearing down 
the victim through sensory overload, tor- 
ture, and fear, as in The Manchurian 
Candidate or George Orwell's 1984, 
where the protagonist has his head 
stuck into a cage full of hungry rats. The 
rats are no longer needed. 

That electrical stimulation of the brain 
in particular spots produces certain 


| effects has long been known. But mod- 


ern stimulus/response techniques have 
been moving ahead. 

Implanted chip-driven devices that 
restore hearing to the deaf are already 
in use; to these bionic ears will soon be 
added bionic eyes; and researchers 
are applying the same methods to 
spinal-cord injuries and other nervous- 


| system traumas. 


No one would want to curtail such 
efforts. Yet along the same road that leads 
to sight for the blind lies the more sinister 
neighborhood of behavior modification. 

How about an implanted chip that 
directly stimulates a specific area of the 
brain and Is programmed to respond 
when the host engages in some forbid- 
den activity. It could be triggered by an 
outside observer or, in more sophisti- 
cated versions, by some automatic 
internal mechanism—the chemical 
changes wrought by ingestion of an ille- 
gal drug, for instance. 

In either case the response could be 
anything from short-circuiting the gross- 
motor requirements of the suspected 
aberration to the stimulation of excruci- 
ating pain that can be withdrawn only 


| when the subject turns himself or herself 


in to the appropriate authorities for 
questioning. 

That chip is only a couple of years 
away. 

It'll probably be tested on child moles- 
ters first. No great number of people will 
complain about that, even if the 
implants are forcible. Other psy- 
chopaths and habitual violent offenders 
will come next. Then junkies, most likely. 
And then... who knows? 

More to the point, who decides? 


| Would you want to? Is there anyone 


else—cop, bureaucrat, social worker, 
whatever—you'd trust to do it? 

The future is murky. However much of 
all this will come to pass is arguable. 
What cannot be denied is that there's a 
very clear worst-case scenario, and this 
is it: We will be implanted with data-stor- 
age/tracking chips early in life, and 
genetically tested to see if we're going 
to be prone to “unsuitable” behavior. If 
so, we get particular attention, although 
at a minimum everyone's personal and 
financial doings are at least randomly 
scrutinized. 

Another chip is connected directly to 
the brain. It's triggered when there's evi- 
dence—from what we buy, where we 
travel, and so on—that we're doing 
something prohibited, and that-trigger- 
ing forces us to turn ourselves in. 

Blocks are also instantly placed on 
the conduct of any financial transaction. 
such control has been child's play since 
cash was abolished. Only barterers 
have a way around the system, but they 
have to be skillful; a low level of financial 
activity creates immediate suspicion. 

Wherever we go, whatever we do, 
somebody knows about it. Electronic 
watchdogs monitor our financial affairs. 
Ground-level and satellite cameras fol- 
low our movements. Records are con- 
tinually generated and downloaded to 
our personal database, there to be 
carefully scrutinized. When a person or 
group wants to find us, they know exact- 
ly where to look. 

Privacy is nonexistent. Government 
Supervision is total. And the all-time 
grandest experiment in personal liber- 
ty—we used to call it the United States 
of America—is over. 

While this may have sounded far- 
fetched a few minutes ago, you know 
now that it isn't. The technology is actu- 
ally here or nearly so, and the applica- 
tion of it to mass surveillance is a cer- 
tainty. The only questions are how it will 
happen, how fast, and to what extent. 

Can it be stopped? Only with a major 
national outcry that somehow per- 
suades our legislators to: 

* oppose new proposals that would 
further restrict basic freedoms; 

* pass bills that serve to strengthen 
our privacy; 

* repeal those laws already on the 
books that have gutted the Second, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Eighth, and Ninth 
Amendments to the Constitution. 

Any way you slice it, that’s a huge job, 
with the opposition gathering momen- 
tum all the time. And once the govern- 


ment gets serious about implementing a’ 


closely watched society, public dissent 
will have little effect, if it doesn’t actually

aging therapies, or by the year 2025 


America will become a nation of nursing 
homes and there will be two 65-year- 
olds for every young teenager,” says 
Milt Copulous, president of the 
N.D.C.F., which is now recommending 
government funding of research in anti- 
aging medicine, 

Others in government are beginning 
to recognize both the public demand for 
anti-aging medicine and its importance 
to our nation’s future. In February 1997 
the Food and Drug Administration heard 
a presentation on the scientific basis of 
anti-aging claims. “Until now the F.D.A. 
had considered aging a natural 
process,” says Jack Longmire, M.D., the 
F.D.A. clinical reviewer who organized 
this meeting, “and as such no drug 


| could be approved for anti-aging pur- 


poses. However, in light of significant 
amounts of published data which indi- 
cate that modification of aging is in fact 
a possibility, there may be a new cate- 
gory of F.D.A.-approved substances 
that do indeed deliver on the promise of 
a longer and healthier life span.” 

In light of this new F.D.A. mind-set, 
pharmaceutical companies are prepar- 
ing to submit their anti-aging com- 
pounds to begin the extensive clinical- 
testing process required for approval. 
Researchers at Jouvence Pharmaceuti- 
cals in California are working to discov- 
er the genes governing longevity in sim- 
ple, short-lived organisms like fruit flies, 
and then look for human counterparts. If 


| they find such genes, they can then 
| seek to modify the aging process. 


Genentech and Aeiveos Labs on the 
West Coast and Organ, Inc., in Chicago 
are also developing totally new pharma- 
cological approaches to defeating 
aging. Their scientists promise major 
results within the next five years. 

“Soon we'll be running out of reasons 
to die,” says Klatz. “Within ten years we'll 
have eliminated heart disease and dia- 
betes, Alzheimer's in 15, and cancer will 
be cured within 20 years. By the year 
2047 the leading causes of death will be 
accidents, homicide, and suicide. Nearly 


| everything else will be preventable.” 


The very real prospect of a life ex- 
pectancy of 100 years or more raises 
profound questions about how we will 
live our lives in the future. Will we take 
more risks—professionally, personally, 
sexually? Will we become wiser with 
more years? Or will we go on making 
the same stupid mistakes, but have the 
luxury of time to heal all wounds? It may 
very well take us the better part of those 
extra years to puzzle out all the ethical 
and philosophical conundrums. 

Think, though, how a long healthy life 
span will change the way we perceive 


the stages of life. A 30-year-old will be 
considered a “teenager.” You won't have 
a mid-life crisis until you're 70. You can 
have as many careers as you like and 
pursue an endless array of interests. 
Think of all the great times, great suc- 
cesses, and, best of all, great sex that 
are yet to come. And there'll be time to 
do it all—scale Mount Everest, sail 
around the world, explore the universe. 
So what can you do to improve your 
chances of living a long and vigorous 
life? As Klatz says, above all else, stay 
healthy ana don't die. Eat right, exer- 
cise, practice safe sex, don't live too 
recklessly. By following this advice and 
the guidelines established by anti-aging 
specialists, you'll find that, rather than 
fearing old age for its losses, you'll relish 
it as a time of wonder and adventure. 
Shortly before his death at age 87, 
Groucho Marx was asked what he would 
do differently if he had his life to live 
again. Groucho replied, “I'd try more 
positions.” Now that time is on our side, 
Generation Lex will have plenty of oppor- 
tunities to try more of everything.O+—,_ 


The National Institute on Aging, one of 
the National Institutes of Health, has 
issued a formal warning against anti- 
aging therapies. Deputy Director 
Richard Sprott, Ph.D., is fond of calling 
anti-aging medicine “this generation's 
snake oil. Yet the N.I.A. devotes less 
than $1 million of its $480-million budget 
to clinical anti-aging medical research. 
“Clearly,” says Ronald Klatz, “the NIA. 
is sending the public a confusing mes- 
sage. Why on earth would the N.I.A. 
position itself as anti-anti-aging when 
we are so close to breakthroughs that 
will positively impact the health and life 
span of every American?”
